On July 15, 2010, a Revocation and Power of Attorney and Certificate Under 
37 CFR §3.73(b) was filed in connection with U.S. Patent No. 7,428,260. The Certificate Under 
37 CFR 3.73(b) was signed by Intel Corporation and alleged that title in U.S. Patent No. 
7,428,260 is in Intel Corporation. The Certificate Under 37 CFR 3.73(b) cites an assignment 
from the inventor to Intel Corporation, purportedly recorded at Reel 018635, Frame 0621. 

The Statement Under 37 CFR 3.73(b) filed on July 15, 2010 is false. As 
evidenced by the chain of title above, Marvell World Trade Ltd. is the current Assignee of 
record. Intel Corporation assigned all of its ownership rights in U.S. Patent No. 7,428,260 in 
November of 2006. Moreover, the document recorded at Reel/Frame 01 8635/0621, which Intel 
Corporation alleged is an assignment from the inventor to Intel Corporation, is in fact an 
Exclusive License from Marvell World Trade Ltd. to Marvell International Ltd. 

Intel Corporation is not the current owner of U.S. Patent No. 7,428,260. Intel 
gave up its ownership rights in November 2006, i.e., prior to the Power of Attorney filed on 
December 7, 2006. Therefore, Intel Corporation cannot now revoke the Power of Attorney filed 
on December 7, 2006. 

In light of the above, Patentee respectfully requests that the Power of Attorney 
granted by the Office on July 28, 2010 to CPA Global (59796) be revoked and restored to 
Marshall Gerstein & Borun LLP-Marvell (64768).
